The Pentagon, with White House approval, is moving speedily to implement 
the new global command structure authorized by the Defense Reorganization Act. 
A new organization, shown below, has been approved for the Joint Staff of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, previously limited to 200 officers but now permitted a strength 
double that size. 

Actual fact is that the new command system, which ends the status of the 
Service Secretaries as Executive Agents for unified and specified commands, has 
been used in directing U. S. activities in the Middle East—even before the new 
Reorganization Plan was signed into law. (THE JOURNAL 26 July). 

As Commander of the Specified Command Middle East, Admiral James L. Hollo- 
way, jr., USN, has been reporting directly to the Secretary of Defense through the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, and in turn has been receiving his orders from the Secretary

The Joint Middle East Planning Group, 
under Maj. Gen. Verdi Barnes, USA, has 
been handling the “J” functions for the 
Lebanon overation, under direction of Lt. 
Gen. Oliver S. Picher, USAF, Director of 
the Joint Staff, and the Joint Chiefs. 

A Pentagon timetable calls for the U. S, 
European Command to be placed under 
the new command structure as of 15 
September, to be followed by the Alaska 
and Mediterranean commands 1 Decem- 
ber, and 1 January for the other com- 
mands. 

This means that as of 1 December, the 
Secretary of the Air Force no longer will 
give orders to the CinC of the Alaskan 
Command. Similarly, the Secretary of the 
Army, as of 1 January, will issue no 
further orders to the CinC of the Carib- 
bean Command, and the Secretary of the 
Navy, after 1 January, will cease to func- 
tion as Executive Agent for the Atlantic 
Command, 


Under SecDef 


At the start of 1959, all of the unified 
and specified commanders will be under 
the direct command of the Secretary of 
Defense through the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

The Service Secretaries, however, will 
continue to be responsible for logistics 
and administrative support of elements 
of their Services assigned to the joint 
commands. 

Thus, for example, Secretary of the 
Army Wilber M. Brucker will continue 
to be responsible for logistics and admin- 
istrative support to General I, D, White, 
U. S. Army Commander in the Pacific, 
although General White is under com- 
mand of Admiral Harry D. Felt, USN, 
Commander-in-Chief Pacific. 

In the Pacific, the Navy has separated 
the CinC Pacific and Pacific Fleet com- 
mands, designating Admiral Herbert G. 
Hopwood, USN, as Fleet Commander. For 
the present, this will not be done in the 
Atlantic, where Admiral Jerauld Wright, 
in addition to his post as Supreme Allied 
Commander Atlantic—a NATO billet— 
will also be Atlantic Fleet Commander 
and CinC of the U. S. Atlantic Command. 

Pentagon officials report that the build- 
up of the Joint Staff will be accomplished 
in gradual steps between now and the 
end of the year, although the “J” staff 
organization became operational as of 15 
August. The deadline for full and com- 
plete transition to the new system is 1 
January. 

It is expected that the Defense Depart- 
ment will not use the full 400 billets 
authorized for the Joint Staff.

One problem that must be solved is 
strictly a housekeeping one. Space must 
be found in the Pentagon for the ex- 
panded Joint Staff offices. When one of- 
fice is shifted at the Pentagon, a chain 
reaction sets in. 

The Armed Forces Special Weapons 
Project will have a unique place in the 
new organization—at least for the pres- 
ent, It will continue to operate as a joint 
project of the Services until its command 
relationships are defined, 

A Pentagon spokesman, asked to what 
extent the Joint Staff will remove the 
function of war planning from the indi- 
vidual staffs of the Services, said that 
certainly some part of the Service plan- 
ning will be moved to the Joint Staff. He 
added, however, that there still will be 
a substantial amount of staff planning, 
both in the operations and plans area, 
in the Services. 

It was explained that assignment or- 
ders, logistics support orders, personnel 
change orders and that kind of thing 
still would go through Service channels. 

As to long-range planning, it was stated 
that the Services would continue to be 
responsible for materiel, research and 
development, and procurement. 

Pressed as to whether there would be 
operational planning in the Services after 
1 January, the Pentagon spokesman said 
such activity would remain in the Serv- 
ices. He said you can’t avoid that, but 
added that this will not be in the issue 
of operational orders to the components 
that are assigned the unified and speci- 
fied commands. Those orders will gener- 
ate from the Joint Staff. 


Involvement Seen 

It appeared certain to Pentagon ob- 
servers that the Joint Staff, in order to 
fulfill its responsibilities to the Chair- 
man and members of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, by early next year would be re- 
quired to be heavily involved in plans 
and operations activities that have been 
largely the responsibility of the individ- 
ual Services, 

There is little question that the change 
in the command relationships of the uni- 
fied and specified commands and the re- 
vised role of the expanded Joint Staff 
represent the most significant changes 
in the 1958 Defense Reorganization. 

Each of the Services will want to make 
certain that only its best people are as- 
signed to the Joint Staff, and these of- 
ficers will seek such duty because of its 
challenges and also its importance to 
future assignments and promotions,

Althcugh a major realignment of 
ranks soon will take place, Headquar- 
ters emphasized that no Marines will 
lose stripes. This stripe-saving feature 
is accomplished by establishing “Acting” 
ranks. Under the new set-up all Leather- 
necks retain their present titles, insignia 
and privileges until they are either pro- 
moted or retired. 

Here’s a rundown of the new ranks:

views; but rather b-cause I was convinced 
that had the plan been fully compre- 
hended both as it actually was and as it 
was intended, the League’s apprehensions 
would have disappeared. 


Be that as it may, I feel that your 
letter to me evidences a largeness of pur- 
pose and a responsible citizenship that 
are most commendable, I greatly appre- 
ciate both your motivation in writing and 
your assurance of the League’s full sup- 
port in the implementation of this new 
statute.

Joint Use of Radar 


An extensive implementation program 
for joint use of civil and military radar 
has been launched by the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administration and the USAF Air 
Defense Command, 

James T. Pyle, Administrator of Civil 
Aeronautics, and Lt, Gen. J. H. Atkinson, 
USAF, Commander of the Air Defense 
Command, have announced a program 
for joint use of 31 new high-power, long- 
range radar facilities and plans for addi- 
tional joint-use facilities in the future. 
These radars will be used for air traffic 
control by the Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration and for air defense by the Air 
Force, Army, and Air National Guard. 

A permanent Joint Radar Planning 
Group has guided efforts of the civil and 
military agencies in accordance with 
Ground Rules established by the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration and the Air 
16 November, 1956. 
The Ground Rules were adopted after 
several years of study by the two agen- 
cies including tests of operating radar 
facilities and operational evaluation pro- 
grams conducted in Indiana. 

In addition to the formalized ADC/- 
CAA Ground Rules for Joint Use of Radar 
Facilities inside continental limits, CAA 
and military representatives recently 
completed development of similar ground 
rules for the Alaskan area, as well as for 
Air Training Command radars, and are

Reorganization Of The Department Of Defense 


Despite the heat that was generated by the arguments over the Ad- 
ministration’s plan to reorganize the Department of Defense, it is now 
apparent that the plan as finally enacted is going into effect quietly and 
without any apparent internal differences. 


As reported on the first page of this issue of THE JOURNAL, the 
principal result of the new law will be in the administration and com- 
mand of the unified and specified commands and the enhancement of the 
duties and responsibilities of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. First to be affected 
is the U. S. European Command. On 15 September General Norstad will 
report to and be directly under the command of the Secretary of Defense 
and the Joint Chiefs of Staff. The Secretaries of the three military depart- 
ments will lose all their authority and responsibilities for these unified 
commands except in the matter of furnishing them with their supplies 
within a framework of requirements to be set up by the JCS. 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff organization, meanwhile, is expanding its 
Joint Staff to take over new command and planning functions. By the 
first of the year, when all six unified commands and the two specified 
commands have been brought under the new system, the JCS will have 
made its transition to the new organization, with staff sections from J-1 
to J-6 as shown in the chart on the first page. 


The new plan adds considerably to the administrative functions of 
the JCS and this is probably its most influential effect. The new J-6 section 
of the Joint Staff, for example, will have the duty of planning the inte- 
gration of the overseas communications systems of the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force and will act to compromise or adjudicate such problems in that 
field as the allocations for frequencies in new radars. 


Differences may develop as the plan goes into operation, but present 
indications are that the sound and fury that accompanied enactment have 
given place to a smooth working cooperation that will strengthen the 
effectiveness of our combat organizations. This is precisely as it should 
be. There was a proper time for dispute; now is the time for deeds. 


General Pershing’s Birthday Centennial 


We hope that the next Congress will act promptly upon the resolu- 
tion to be reintroduced in January by Senator Charles E. Potter (R- 
Mich.) calling for a commemoration of the one hundredth anniversary 
of the birth of General of the Armies John J. Pershing. The great military 
leader of World War I was born 13 September 1860. He died 15 July 1948 
and is buried in Arlington National Cemetery. 


Senator Potter introduced his resolution only a few days before the 
adjournment of the 85th Congress, so that there was insufficient time 
then to act upon it. The Senator announced, however, that he plans to 
submit it to the new Congress in January. His resolution provides for the 
appointment of a nine-member commission to plan such a centennial. 


Several movements have been started to honor the officer who led 
American trvops to victory in the first of the world wars. There was talk 
of erecting a statue on historic Pennsylvania avenue in Washington, D. C., 
but no final action was ever taken. There was discussion, too, of the issu- 
ance of a special commemorative stamp by the Post Office Department, 
but although ten years have passed since his death nothing further has 
been done. 


If Senator Potter’s resolution is passed and the special commission 
appointed, it is likely that both the statue could be built and the com- 
memorative stamp issued, as well as the setting aside of a special period 
during which his outstanding accomplishments could be recalled and his 
many contributions to America’s defense and security memorialized. 


Unfortunately, a democracy is far too prone to forget the self-sacri- 
fice and great deeds of its outstanding military leaders. We must assure 
that the youth of today will have the life of General Pershing held up 
to them as an example and an ideal. 


Battle Lines Drawn To Equalize Retired Pay 


The bi-partisan drive launched by four leading Senators to apply 
the new pay rates to all retired personnel offers renewed hope to those 
whose pre-1 June ’58 retirement shut them off with a token six per cent 
increase. 

The proposal to extend the benefits of the new pay act to all retired 
personnel has the backing of two Democrats and two Republicans: Sena- 
tors Henry M. Jackson (D-Wash.), Frank A. Barrett (R-Wyo.), Barry 
Goldwater (R-Ariz.), and Strom Thurmond (D-S.C.). All are thoroughly 
grounded by their legislative experience in the needs of National Defense 
and the intimate bearing the retired pay problem has upon the morale 
and career-mindedness of active duty personnel. In addition, Senator Thur- 
mond is an Army Reserve brigadier general with wide World War II 
experience, Senator Goldwater is a colonel in the Air Force Reserve who 
served throughout World War II, and Senator Barrett has the unusual 
distinction of having been in the Army Balloon Corps in World War I. 

The Senators, in the closing days of the 85th Congress, jointly spon- 
sored a resolution to equalize retired pay, but unfortunately it came too 
late for full consideration. However, they have announced that they are 
determined to see the cause through and will reintroduce the measure 
early in January. 

In the meantime, Service leaders and their friends can help by keep- 
ing the public aware of the situation. This can be done in their letters 
and speeches. Our readers may be assured that THE JOURNAL will play 


its part in this effort.

MAJOR BARRISTER — Following the 
best in English legal tradition, Maj. Ear!

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UPGRADING OF KEY JCS BILLETS may take some time 
—the Pentagon certainly will not want to provoke 
criticism that a “super staff” is being created—but it seems 
certain that ultimately a number of the top “J” slots, 
possibly all of them, will need to be raised from two to 
three-star status. Such action likely would be dependent 
upon a decision to make the Director of the Joint Staff 
a four-star officer. The Staff Director is Lt. Gen. Oliver 
S. Picher, USAF. 


AS IT NOW STANDS, the Deputy Chiefs in the Army, Navy, 
and Air Force are lieutenant generals or vice admirals. 
Thus, the Service operations deputies, for example, 
although concerned with only their own Service will hold 
higher rank than the Joint Staff J-3, who will have global 
responsibilities under the Joint Chiefs. 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER MUST APPROVE all designations of 
three-star billets. In this connection, it is interesting to note that some 
time ago he directed the Pentagon to reduce from three to two stars 
the rank of the Army, Navy and Air Force Academy Superintendents, 

but later approved three-star status for the USMA Superintendent. 
There is considerable speculation in the Services whether the Chief 
Executive, a USMA ’15 graduate, will allow only one Superintendent 
to be a three-star officer, or will authorize increased rank also for 

the Superintendents at Annapolis and Colorado Springs. 













































AS FAR AS IS KNOWN, the Navy League, which opposed most strongly 
the President’s Reorganization Plan, is the only Service Association 
to receive a letter from the Chief Executive expressing his 
“appreciation” for a subsequent statement of support for defense 
changes. The Air Force Association and the Association of the U. S. 
Army have not released any communications from the White House, 
as did the Navy League (Page 6). President Eisenhower’s letter to 
President Bergen of the League assuredly was not composed in a 
moment; there’s no question that it was carefully “staffed.” 


HISTORIC OPPOSITION by the American Medical Association to 
expanded Family Medical Care for the Services has disappeared 
completely. The fact of the matter is that the A.M.A. today is using 
its powerful influence to safeguard the MediCare program. Hundreds 
of physicians throughout the Nation have received substantial increases 
in their incomes since MediCare went into effect on 7 December 1956. 
The A.M.A. will wage a strong campaign on Capito] Hill next year to 
gain approval for sufficient appropriations to ease the MediCare 

“free choice” restrictions that have been made necessary by budget 
cuts. 


THE PROSPECT ON MEDICARE is this: the A.M.A., which once 
was the strongest opponent of expanded care for Service families, 
likely will prove the most effective advocate for just that objective. 


THE NEW GENERAI, MOTORS PRESIDENT, John F. Gordon, was 
one of 111 USNA ’22 members who resigned from the Service 

upon graduation from Annapolis. The Washington Arms Conference 
of 1921, with its drastic reductions in Naval forces, presented bleak 
career prospects for many Academy graduates. 


DEW LINE STUDIES show it will be more economical to use military 
personnel instead of civilians to operate stations in the Aleutians. 

As a result, the Alaskan Air Command has been given an additional 
152 slots. The Aleutian Chain includes one main and five auxiliary 

sites. It had been planned originally to use civilians at the six stations. 


POLITICALLY MINDED SAILORS would do well not to volunteer 
for Antarctic or South Pole assignments. According to the Navy, mail 
is delivered to these posts only about once a year. These cold-weather 
sailors thus will have no opportunity to receive and use absentee 
ballots for national, state or local elections. The closest they get to 
exercising their franchise is the operation of straw polls, similar to 
those conducted in the 1956 Presidential elections. 


THE FOURTH CHAPLAIN in Navy history has qualified as a parachutist. 
He is Lt. Edward P. Hammond, ChC, USN, who completed the course 


at the Lakehurst, N. J., Naval Parachute Rigger School. Chaplain 
Hammond has volunteered for duty at the South Pole. He entered the 
Service as a sailor in 1942, served until 1945 as a baker. After 


discharge, he became an ordained Methodist minister in October 1952.

SHORT SLEEVE SHIRTS FOR SAILORS on.liberty in tropical areas 
may win top Navy approval for wear next Summer. A test is being 
conducted at the Pensacola, Fla., Naval Air Station with a new style 
uniform, consisting of a the regular undress white cotton twill trousers 
and an elbow-length shirt worn over the high-necked regulation under- 
shirt. If approved, the tropical garb would be worn with black shoes 
and biack socks. Ship name-sleeve marks and rating badges would 

be worn on the shirts, as is now the case with the white jumper. 


M/SGT. JAMES TROUT of Offutt AFB, Nebr., and his wife, Ethel Trout, 
will be angling for prizes at the All-American Hobby Show in Omaha 
during November. The Trouts have been winning award after award 
during the past several years for their collection of rare tropical 

fish. Owners of more than 2,500 fish of 32 varieties, Sergeant and 
Mrs. Trout live in a 55-foot trailer. It’s furnished with 10 aquariums 
inside, eight on the porch. 


PENTAGON STRATEGY during the past session of Congress was to 
avoid endangering the Military Pay Bill by pressing for legislation to 
repeal outdated Dual Compensation restrictions on the employment 
of retired military personnel—some of them dating to before the turn 
of the century. There will be no need for similar caution in the next 
Congress. With the President’s backing, the Pentagon can be expected 
to make a strong case concerning the inequities in present Dual 
Compensation laws, and their adverse effect on the Government’s 
ability to make maximum use of highly specialized skills of large 
numbers of retired Service officers. 


THE MARINE CORPS decision to add the title “lance corporal” to the 
rolls as a result of the realignment of the enlisted rank structure will 
restore a designation that was discontinued shortly after WWI. After 
WWII, the Marines eliminated the rank of “gunnery sergeant,” 
which also is being reactivated. 


THE ARMY COULD GET BOUNCED AROUND at the Capitol as a 
result of the disclosure, in an article by United Press International’s 
military affairs specialist, Charles W. Corddry, that the Pentagon 
intends to go forward with plans to spend $36 million for 4050 M151 
jeeps. Mr. Corddry reported that, in answers to questions from UPI, 
“the Army flatly contradicted the Senate and House Appropriations 
Committees, which claimed that the jeeps, developed by Ford Motor 
Company, ‘are, at best, modifications of obsolescent designs.’” 


THE ARMY’S POSITION on the expenditure of an estimated $6 million 
to procure 10 pilot models of the new jeep—four of which were re- 
designed and remanufactured—is that the new vehicle “is one of the 
best ... the Army has ever come up with.” Mr. Corddry noted in his 
exclusive article that there is “stiff competition” between Ford in 
Detroit and Henry J. Kaiser’s Willys Motors Inc., Toledo. Willys 
contends that it can build the present jeep at a cost of $1000 less than 
the Ford M151, which weighs 400 pounds less. 


CONGRESSIONAL APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEES took the 
position that the move should be made from jeeps to the advanced 
platform type vehicles rather than from one jeep to another. Willys 
officials have said that their work on platform vehicles would permit 
start of production in approximately the same time it will take for 
delivery of the first M151’s—about a year—after the first order is given. 
The Army told Mr. Corddry that “the platform type vehicle is perhaps 
four or five years away and the M-151 gives us the best available 
vehicle reasonably soon.” 


WHAT’S A VC-137? The answer: it’s the new Air Force designation 
for the passenger cargo version of the Boeing KC-135 jet aircraft. 
The Air Force has purchased three of the VC-137’s for operation by 
the Special Air Missions unit of MATS for transportation of 
high-ranking Government officials. 


COMPULSORY DRIVER SAFETY COURSES for airmen under 25 years 
of age—they receive 10 hours’ instruction—are saving lives. The Air 
Force reports 62 fewer airmen under 25 were killed in private automobile 
accidents in 1957, compared with 1956. There were 302 fewer injuries. 
All of the Services are worried over the high rate of deaths and 
injuries among the below-25 group as a result of automobile accidents. 


RAF BOMB CREWS will compete in the 1958 SAC Bombing and Navigation 
Competition, to be held 13-18 October, with March AFB and Castle 
AFB, both in California, as host sites. Eight top crews from the 
Britain’s Bomber Command, fying the swept-winged four-jet Valiant, 
will compete with 160 select crews from 40 SAC bombardment wings, 
flying the eight-jet B-52 and the six-jet B-47, and the 10-engined B-36, 
probably making its exit in the annual competition. 


A SPECIAL CHRISTMAS PRESENT is in store for a group of master 
sergeants who represented major Air Force commands in Washington 
recently to advise Air Force officials concerning a proposed dress 
uniform for NonCommissioned officers. A uniform of the same military 
design as the present Shade 84 service garb was recommended, but 
in a different fabric and color. Changes also were suggested for the 
size and location of grade insignia, and the design of the cap insignia. 
The Air Force plans to make sample models of the proposed uniform 
available to the sergeant advisors for wear and showing in their 
commands before the Christmas holidays. 


GLOBAL PHOTOGRAPHIC MAPPING OPERATIONS for the Air Force 
will be directed beginning next February from Turner AFB, Albany, 
Ga., instead of Palm Beach AFB, Fla. The 1370th Photo Mapping 
Group will be shifted. The 31st Tactical Fighter Wing at Turner 
will be inactivated starting in November and will be out of action 
completely by March 1959. Next July, a bombardment unit will be 
assigned to Turner under the SAC dispersal program. 


TAC’S WING STRENGTH IS DROPPING, but its stature is rising 
steadily. The Middle East crisis saw a TAC Composite Strike Force 
move quickly from the U. S. to Adana, Turkey. And with the ominous 
moves of the Chinese Reds, TAC was called upon to deploy additional 
forces to the Far East. In a sense, TAC units are paralleling the 
“show of force” capabilities of the Navy. The Strategic Air Command 
retains, of course, unrivalled No. 1 position in the Nation’s deterrent 
posture, but, relatively, TAC continues to gain new prominence.

President Eisenhower has signed 11 
new laws, including one which will add 
$373,255 annually to the paychecks of 
some 5,000 on the disability retired rolls. 

Here is the list on new public laws: 

Military Retired Pay—S, 3966 provides 
6% pay increase for members of the 
Armed Forces retired for physical dis- 
ability before 1 June 1958, and who had 
less than two years’ service for basic 
pay (THE JOURNAL, 16 Aug., p. 33). Public 
Law 855. 

Social Security Amendments — HR 
13549, provides increased Social Security 
taxes and payments, including payments 
to those on the Armed Forces disability 
retired rolls (THE JOURNAL, 30 Aug., p. 
25). Public Law 840. 

Retired List Advancement—HR 7706, 
authorizes retired members who enlisted 
before 25 Aug 1912 and who were given 
double-time credit for service beyond 
continental U. S., to have their retire- 
ment pay based on highest grade in 
which they satisfactorily served during 
WWI. Increases in pay are effective only 
from date of enactment of bill (THE 
JOURNAL, 16 Aug., p. 33). Public Law 790. 

Rueger Disenrollment — HR 9673, au-

Suggestions Sought From Wives, Daughters 


Mrs. Maxwell D. Taylor has called upon 
Army wives and daughters in the Wash- 
ington, D. C., and surrounding areas to 
send in their ideas and opinions on the 
formation of a combination town club and 
nursing home in the Nation’s Capital. 

Speaking to the representatives of 50 
Women’s Groups attending the Army 
Wives Council meeting at Ft. Myer, Va., 
3 September, she emphasized that the in- 
dividual clubs and their members should 
have the major voice in deciding upon 
the town club proposal. 

They should not be pressured into 
agreement, Mrs. Taylor said, but should 
have the town club idea develop accord- 
ing to the wishes of Army Wives and 
daughters themselves. 

Representatives at the meeting in- 
cluded delegates from women’s clubs as 
far away as Carlisle Barracks, Pa., and 
Norfolk, Va. 

The proposed combination town club 
and nursing home is an enlargement of 
previous plans to form a club and resi- 
dence for Army widows and daughters 
similar to Washington’s Army Navy Club. 
Separate proposals to establish a nursing 
home on the outskirts of Washington led 
to the joining of the two projects. 

At present, Army Wives Council dele- 
gates envision an establishment which 
would provide both resident and tran- 
sient facilities for Army wives, widows 
and daughters and which could make 
nursing care available to those who need 
it. Apartments within the club could be 
made available to retired officers and 
their wives. 

During the Ft, Myer meeting a com- 
mittee was formed to work out arrange- 
ments for incorporating the project sep- 
arately from the Army Wives Council 
and to formulate the administrative and 
fund raising requirements of the proj- 





ect. Members of the committee are: Mes- 
dames James Cotten; Robert F. Evans; 
Kenneth J. Hodson; Newell M. Hemen- 
way; and Hoy D. Davis, President of the 
Army Wives Council. 

Letters from Army families on the pro- 
posed club, Mrs, Taylor said, should be 
sent care of the Army Wives Council, 
P. O. Box 9608, Washington, 16, D. C. If 
possible, she said, the letters should be 
timed to arrive before the next AWC 
meeting on the town club proposal on 
5 November.

Need For Manned Strategic Systems 


(General Curtis E. LeMay, Air Force 
Vice Chief of Staff, concluded an address 
23 August to the National Convention of 
Amvets in St. Louis with the following 
remarks on the future of strategic war- 
fare.) 


“I feel we will continue to have both 
manned and unmanned systems simply 
because such a combination will give us 
greater flexibility and allow us to utilize 
the outstanding features of both systems. 


“As far as the manned systems are 
concerned, there are some very interest- 
ing possibilities through the use of long- 
range air-to-surface missiles aboard air- 
craft possessing great endurance. One 
such possibility, is to maintain constant 
patrol of the free world skies at some 
distance from unfriendly territory. With 
long range hypersonic air-to-surface mis- 
siles aboard, these aircraft could react 
on a moment’s notice anywhere in the 
world, (Incidentally such missiles are not 
just a dream. They are far along in the 
development cycle). Such a patrol aug- 
mented by IRBM’s and ICBM’s launched 
from the ground would provide a versa- 
tile force which could deliver a heavy 
punch from many different directions at 
once, 

“Another Air Force development is the 
Dyna-soar, the first “space bomber,” 
which will be capable of circumnavigat- 
ing the earth at extreme altitudes and 
attacking its targets with space-to-sur- 
face missiles. 

“The buildup of a truly integrated force 
will require piloted aircraft and space-

craft, air-to-surface missiles, ground and 
air launched decoys as well as IRBM’s 
and ICBM’s. Proven weapons systems in 
all of these categories augmented by the 
nuclear striking power of the Air Force’s 
Tactical Air Command and the United 
States Navy’s carrier aircraft and sub- 
marines will add up to an imposing de- 
terrent with tremendous potential in the 
event war is forced upon us. 

“Farther off into the future is the 
question of space operations—military 
space operations. I cannot cite specifics 
of what the military implications of space 
operations will be, but I know we cannot 
afford to overlook the possibilities. One 
thing I feel certain of is that man will 
be up there, I also feel that progress in 
space is essential to our ultimate na- 
tional security. 

“The vital role played by airpower in 
the past 20 years resulted largely from 
the fact that the modern airplane gave 
man direct access to all points on land 
and at sea. Flight in space will, in due 
course, provide access, not only to the 
land, sea and atmosphere of the earth 
but to outer space and other planets as 
well. Vehicles that can travel in air and 
space will clearly exceed the capability 
of those now limited to the earth’s sur- 
face and the lower atmosphere. As such, 
they will in turn become a dominant fac- 
tor in the military strength of our coun- 
try. Our national goal must be to assure 
we maintain that strength supreme.” 





BURIAL ALLOWANCE UP 


The Government allowance 
toward veterans’ burial expenses 
has been increased $100 to $250.

GENERAL MELOY WILL COMMAND FOURTH ARMY 

Maj. Gen. Guy S. Meloy will become Commanding General of the Fourth 
Army, Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., 1 October, the same date his promotion to lieu- 
tenant general becomes effective. Deputy Commander of the Fourth Army, 
he will succeed Lt. Gen. John H. Collier, Army Commander since October, 
1955, who will retire 30 September. 

Maj. Gen. Lewis S. Griffing, CofS, Eighth Army, Seoul, Korea, whose 
assignment to Fourth Army Headquarters was announced 20 August, will suc- 
ceed General Meloy as Deputy Commander. 

Maj. Gen. Peter C. Hains, 3d, CofS, Fourth Army, has been designated 
as Chief of the Joint U. S. Military Advisory Group, Thailand, effective early 
in November. General Hains will succeed Maj. Gen. Richard C, Partridge, 
who has served as Chief of the JUSMAG, Thailand, since October 1956, Gen- 
eral Partridge’s new assignment will be announced later. 

Brig. Gen. John C. Hayden, CG of Troops at the Army Artillery and 
Missile Center, Ft. Sill, Okja., whose assignment to Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., 
was announced recently, will succeed General Hains,

power, Department of the Army, Washington, D. C., who has been assigned 
to the Eighth Army, Korea, will report to his new assignment in October. 
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Last-Out, First Back Is Approved 
In Army’s Reserve Reinforcement Plan 


The Pentagon has announced new 
procedures for the establishment and op- 
eration of a Ready Reserve Reinforce- 
ment plan to meet the requirements of 
the active Army, the Army National 
Guard of the United States and the Army 
Reserve in time of partial or total mo- 
bilization. 

The Ready Reserve Reinforcement 
plan, described in a new Army Regula- 
tion (AR 135-40), spells out the priorities 
for recall and speeds-up the recall of 
Army Reservists to active duty. 


Generally, the plan provides that the 
last man out of active service is the first 
man back in time of mobilization. This 
policy recognizes that the man most re- 
cently trained on actve duty is the best 
qualified and is the same man who has 
the least amount of Ready Reserve serv- 
ice and therefore would be among the 
first to be called, 


The new plan concerns itself primarily 
with some 800,000 officer and enlisted 
individuals in the Ready Reserve of the 
Army Reserve reinforcement pool, Not 
affected by the plan are some 280,000 
key mobilization assignments (mobiliza- 
tion designees). Also excluded are mem- 
bers of Research and Development Train- 
ing Detachments. 

Another objective of this plan is to 
avoid breaking up Reserve units. Indi- 
vidual reinforcements will be the first 
to be ordered to active duty to fill out 
priority units of the active Army, the 
Army National Guard of the United 
States and the Army Reserve. 

In some instances it will be possible 
under this plan to order up members 
of the Standby Reserve. However, this 
will be possible only upon declaration 
of war or a national emergency de- 
clared by Congress, and then only those 
Standby Reservists determined by the 
director of Selective Service “as avail- 
able for active duty” will be subject to 
duty orders. 





“In our new planning,” according to 
Maj. Gen. John W. Bowen, Army Assist- 
ant Chief of Staff for Reserve Compo- 
nents, “much of the former recall sys- 
tem has been streamlined. While we 
leave the control and operation of the 
plan with the Army commanders, we now 
have provided these commanders with 
maximum flexibility at area command 
and U, S. Army Corps (Reserve) levels 
for assignment selection for mobiliza- 
tion.” 

Under these new procedures the Re- 
servist, when ordered to active duty, will 
report directly to the unit to which as- 
signed. He will not, as formerly required, 
go through a reception center. 

Eliminated under the new plan is the 
current practice of predesignating an in- 
dividual reinforcement to a unit of the 
active Army, Army National Guard of the 
United States, or Army Reserve. How- 
ever, nothing forbids a Reservist in the 
Reinforcement pool from volunteering 
for duty with a Reserve Component unit 
at any time. 

First priority in the recall of Reservists 
from the Ready Reserve Reinforcement 
pool will go to those units of the active 
Army or Reserve components selected 
for early deployment, so that the rein- 
forcements will be at the mobilization 
station within a week after the unit 
assembles there. 


Four other features of the plan: 

1. Makes possible a simpler and more 
rapid assignment of individual reinforce- 
ments where and when needed in the 
numbers and skills required. 

2. Provides commanders flexibility in 
furnishing reinforcements according to 
current and future missions and changes 
in the troop structure. 

3. Provides for a reporting system list- 
ing all Individual Reinforcements by 
current military occupation and grade. 

4s Provides an alternate system of re- 
call in the event a major headquarters 
becomes ineffective.

| VA Issues Warning On Insurance, 
Families Could Suffer Reduced Benefits 


| 


An estimated 200,000 Servicemen who 
have GI insurance policies under in-serv- 
ice waiver of premium payments might— 
in the event of death—cause their survi- 
vors to receive reduced benefits pay- 
ments, the Veterans Administration 
warns. 


On the other hand, VA adds, in some 
cases an in-service waiver might actually 
increase the VA benefits survivors would 
receive, 

VA says the generally higher death pay- 
ments authorized last year by the Survi- 
vor Benefits Act do not apply to the 
survivors of whose who die while their 
GI insurance policies are under in-service 
waiver of premium payments. 

However, such survivors may be eli- 
gible for the old and generally lesser 
amounts of death compensation pay- 
ments. 





“Generally higher” or “generally lesser” 
do not mean “always,” VA cautions. 

Several factors determine which is the 
greater benefit, the agency says, These 
inclue the serviceman’s number and 
kind of dependents, and his basic month- 
ly pay. 

Not affected by an in-service waiver is 
the payment of the GI policy proceeds to 
the designated beneficiary or bene- 
ficiaries, VA points out. 

Servicemen whose policies are still un- 
der in-service waiver should determine 
whether—in event of death—-the waiver’s 


existence would be in the best interests 
of their survivors. If not, they should 
cancel the waiver and resume full pay- 
ment of premiums, VA advises. 

Complete information is available from 
personal affairs and insurance officers in 
the services, or at any VA office.

CARE NO LONGER PAYABLE

Conflicting Statements On MediCare Fate 
Confuse And Disturb Military Families 


ILITARY families had reason to be bewildered and perturbed this week about 
the fate of the multi-million dollar MediCare program affecting thousands of 
wives and children. 

Their concern centered around conflicting statements made by the outgoing 
MediCare Director, Maj. Gen. Paul I, Robinson, MC, USA-Ret. 

In comments prepared for THE JoURNAL on the eve of his retirement (31 August), 
General Robinson forecast that the MediCare program, even with recent curtail- 
ments, “should still afford all dependents the medical care which they require.” 

Later, in an interview with the Washington Star on the date of his retirement, 
the General is reported to have said that Congressional restrictions may force a 
temporary closedown of the program. The Star said: “The entire civilian medical 
care program for dependents of servicemen may be cut off in January for the rest 
of the fiscal year.” 

Congress has restricted the amount which can be spent on MediCare during the 
current fiscal year to $72 million. 

In view of the contradictory statements made by General Robinson, THE JOURNAL 
contacted the MediCare office on 2 September and learned that Col. Floyd L. Werge- 
land, MC, USA, new MediCare Director, disagrees with General Robinson’s reported 
January prediction but believes the outlook for the program is not rosy. 

Colonel Wergeland said he expects “something will have to give” by next April 
unless additional funds are made available before that time. 

No explanation of General Robinson’s earlier optimism was immediately forth- 
coming. Since his retirement, the General has accepted a new civilian post as Co- 
ordinator of Medical Relations for Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, New York 
City. 

A spokesman for the MediCare program said the Defense Department still owes 
about $18 million in back MediCare payments for the 12-month period ending last 
June. This amount will have to come out of the new $72 million appropriation 
approved by Congress for the current 12-month period, leaving only $54 million to 
operate the program. 

Dr. Joseph B. Davis of the American Medical Association told THE JOURNAL the 
AMA probably will step up efforts next year to get Congress to restore the needed 
MediCare funds. 

In a parting shot at Congress, General Robinson, according to the Star, “pointed 
out that his office could not possibly gear itself to cutting the program back before 
October 1. Furthermore, much of the program couldn’t be cut back drastically 
before April 1 because in maternity cases women have already selected their own 
civilian physicians in most instances and are to be allowed to continue with them 
through their pregnancy.” 

A MediCare spokesman told THE JOURNAL that the brakes which already have 
been applied to the program may not be able to slow it down fast enough to provide 
the needed savings this year. However, if Congress grants added funds for fiscal 
'59, the program probably can be brought within a $72 million framework for suc- 
ceeding fiscal years, the spokesman said.

General James A. Van Fleet, USA-Ret., 
can thank the Comptroller General’s 
sharp eye for $260.26 increase in his pay 
check. 

Placed on the temporary disability re- 
tired list in 1953, he was recalled to ac- 
live duty 30 April 1958, He was then or- 
dered, with the approval of the Senate, 
to the regular retired list in the grade 
of General as of 321 May 1958. 

After a brief look at the pertinent pro- 
visions of the Uniform Retirement Date 
Act, the Comptroller concluded that Gen- 
eral Van Fleet had been incorrectly re- 
tired. 

His retirement date should have been 
Set at 1 June 1958. This happens to be 
effective date of the new Armed Forces 
Pay Act. 

As a result, his retired pay must be 
based upon the new rates—$260.26 per 
month more than he would have received 
if the Army retired him on 31 May.

New Benefits For Some Service Families 


From first page— 
“substantial gainful” work. 

The disability payments may range be- 
tween $30 and $108.50 through December. 
They will increase to between $33 and 
$116 in January. 

The new benefits, contained in the re- 
cently enacted amendments to the Social 
Security law, provide additional pay- 
ments for the wives and children of 
persons receiving SS disability payments. 

Payments for the wives and each of the 
children of disabled workers, including 
retired Service personnel on the Social 
Security rolls, will equal one half of the 
Social Security payment to the disabled 
Serviceman, ‘Thus a man entitled to $60 
per month in disability payments, who 
has a wife and two children, would col- 
lect an additional $90 per month in bene- 
fits—$30 for each dependent. 

The maximum family payment that can 
be made to disabled personnel is $254 a 
month, 

Payments to the survivors of disabled 
personnel are now computed at three- 
quarters of the worker’s monthly en- 
titlement for his widow, plus one-half 
of the father’s entitlement for each child, 
with an additional quarter of the father’s 
monthly entitlement split up equally 
among all his children. The maximum 
family payment remains at $254 per 
month. 

Payments may continue to the widow 
of a deceased disabled worker until the 
youngest child reaches 18 years of age. 
They may be resumed again when she 
reaches age 62, 

Each of the children of a deceased 
Serviceman who had been on the Social 
Security disability rolls may continue to 
receive the SS payments until he reaches 
18 years of age, Payments may continue 





indefinitely to children of disabled 
workers who themselves become totally 
disabled before their eighteenth birth- 
day. 

To qualify for Social Security disability 
payments, individuals must be 50 years 
of age or over and must have 20 quarters 
of Social Security credits in the 40 quar- 
ters (5 out of 10 years) prior to the onset 
of his disability or the time he reports 
his disability to the Social Security Ad- 
ministration. The disability must be so 
severe, SS officials say, that the indi- 
vidual cannot engage in any “substantial 
gainful” work. 

All military personnel who retired 
after January 1957, or who participated 
in as little as two weeks active duty for 
training after that time, may receive 
Social Security credits for all military 
Service performed from January 1951 
through 1956. Thus, they immediately 
have enough credit quarters to assure 
coverage under the Social Security pro- 
gram. 

Persons who retired prior to January 
1957 may not count any periods of mili- 
tary service which are used in computing 
their retirement toward SS eligibility. 

Social Security officials warn that all 
persons who become totally disabled 
immediately snould report their disabil- 
ity to the Social Security Administra- 
tion, even though they have have not 


‘ reached the 50-year-old minimum for re- 


ceiving disability payments. 

Prompt reporting of disability, these 
officials say, will act to freeze the in- 
dividual’s Social Security account at the 
higher earning levels prior to his dis- 
ability, and often will result in higher 
benefits, The freezing of a Social Secu- 
rity account is similar to a waiver of 
premiums on commercial insurance,

Comptroller O.K.’s Back Pay For Thousands 


From first page— 


regardless of when they file their appli- 
cations. 

The Comptroller, in decision B-113387 
(2 August), noted that retroactive re- 
tired pay may not be issued for periods: 


e Before the enactment of P.L. 810 on 
28 June 1948, 

@ More than 10 years prior to the date 
of application for retired pay (However, 
the Court of Claims, in the case of Stev- 
anus v. U. S. 138 C. Cls. 149, held that 
no statute of limitations applies to Title 
III retired pay. Thus, by suing in the 
Court of Claims, it might be possible to 
obtain retroactive Title II pay for pe- 
riods in excess of 10 years prior to appli- 
cation.) 

@ Before the first of the month after 
he met retirement qualifications if this 
was on or after 1 January 1949. 

Elaborating on the Segrave decision of 
U. S. Court of Claims, the Comptroller’s 
ruling dismissed Pentagon contentions 
that retroactive retired pay could be 
given only to Reservists and National 
Guardsmen who were eligible for retire- 
ment on or before 28 June 1948, the date 
of enactment of P.L. 810. 

Here is a breakdown of how the Comp- 
troller’s decision affects those who now 
or in the future may be eligible for Title 
III retired pay: 

If they were eligible on or before 28 
June 1948, they may receive retroactive 
retired pay from 28 June 1948, or any 
later date specified by them. The last 
date of application to avoid risking part 
of their back pay under the 10 year stat- 
ute of limitations is 1 January 1959. 

If they became eligible between 29 
June 1948 and 31 December 1948, inclu- 
Sive, they may receive retroactive retired 
pay from the date on which they became 
eligible or any later date specified by 
them. The last date of application to 
receive full retirement credit is 1 Janu- 
ary 1959, 

If they became eligible for retirement 
on or after 1 January 1949, they may 
Teceive retroactive pay from the first 
of the month after they meet age and 
length of service requirements, or from

a later date specified by them, but not 
more than 10 years prior to application. 


Those who retire in the future may 
receive retired pay from the first of the 
month after they meet the necessary re- 
quirements or from any later date, pro- 
vided that no payments will be made by 
the Comptroller for periods earlier than 
10 years before application. 

Widows and heirs of persons who ap- 
plied for retirement under P.L. 810 may 
also collect the retrcactive pay of the 
deceased member. They may not collect 
if formal retirement application was 
made by the deceased Reservist or Na- 
tional Guardsman, 

Reservists and National Guardsmen 
are eligible to retire under P.L. 810 at 
the time they reach 60 years of age if 
they have completed at least 20 years’ 
service. They may retire after age 60 
and receive credit for active service per- 
formed between age 60 and the date of 
their retirement, the Comptroller said, if 
their continued service is authorized by 
law or the appropriate Service Secretary. 
Inactive service on the retired list after 
a person becomes eligible for Title III 
retirement will not normally allow Re- 
servists or National Guardsmen further 
retirement credit. 

No one, the Comptroller explains, will 
be required to accept an earlier retire- 
ment date under the new decision. In 
cases where a few might suffer a loss in 
their current retired pay by electing the 
earliest possible retirement date, the 
Comptroller allows, they may elect any 
later retirement date they wish.

Three Solar Energy Study Programs 


Launched By Curtiss-Wright And NYU 


Three programs for research, develop- 
ment, and practical application of solar 
energy are to be carried out at the Prince- 
ton Division of Curtiss-Wright, Prince- 
ton, N. J. 

Separate programs will be carried on 
by Curtiss-Wright and New York Univer- 
sity, plus a third program they will con- 
duct jointly. All three will be under the 
direction of an _ internationally-known 
solar scientist, Dr. Maria Telkes. 

Of particular interest will be military 
applications of solar energy for possible 
use by the Army, Navy, and Air Force. 

Announcement of the new broad-scale 
projects was made by Roy T. Hurley, 
chairman and president of Curtiss- 
Wright, and Dr. John R. Ragazzini, dean 
of the N, Y. U. College of Engineering.

HE Navy’s new A3J Vigilante attack 
oT oesinas made its first flight 31 Au- 
gust staying aloft 55 minutes after tak- 
ing off from Port Columbus, Ohio. 

The Vigilante was flown by R. M. 
Wenzell, chief engineering test pilot 
for the manufacturer, Columbus Divi- 
sion of North American Aviation. After 
the functional check flight Mr. Wenzell 
reported the test “highly successful.” 

The Vigilante was rolled out on 16 
May (THE JOURNAL 24 May) at which 
time it was described by both Admiral 
Arleigh A. Burke, Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, and NAA Board Chairman J. 
H. Kindelberger, as a most versatile 
aircraft, capable of extremely high or 
low attacks, with long range high load 
carrying capacity, and able to employ 
nuclear or conventional weapons, 


The supersonic, two-place A3J is 
powered by two General Electric J-79 
turbojet engines, each developing 15,- 
000 pounds of thrust. 


An unusual feature of the A3J is its 
method of bomb delivery. Bombs are 
ejected out the tail from a “linear” 
bomb bay. This is, in effect, a tunnel 
running lengthwise in the aft section 
of the fuselage. 


Designed as a carrier based craft, the 
Vigilante also has a short-field takeoff 
capability. Boundary layer control is 
effected by blowing high-pressure air 
over the lifting surfaces, 

After preliminary test flights at 
Columbus, the A3J will be flown to 
Palmdale, Calif., to continue its flight 
test program.

The dash-two model has the same 
general lines and dimensions as the 
dash-one model, except that two fixed 
fins have been added under the tail sec- 
tion and two small afterburner air- 
scoops have been mounted atop the tail 
cone. The ventral fins provide increased 
stability at the higher speeds. 

The Crusader II is scheduled for de- 
livery to the Fleet early next year.
